Generally, the row or band 
application of putting on fertiliz­ 
er 1$ used for row crops at seed­ 
ing time. Not as much fertilizer 
is required per acre as compared 
with the broadcast or top-dress­ 
ing methods. 
Either before or after plowing, 
you can broadcast fertilizer uni­ 
formly over the surface of the 
soil, working into the moisture 
layer, as the seedbed is prepared. 
Quitte often high pho phate and 
potash fertilizers are broadcast 
in excess of current crop needs

Looking Bockw ord 
Less than 150 years ago all 
children over 7 were held re­ 
sponsible for their crimes. 
Severe punishment, or more 
aptly, retaliation, was the 
established pattern for a good 
many centuries. 
As late as 1814 three boys in 
England, aged 8, 9, ami 11, 
were hanged for the theft of a 
pair of shoes. 
Classifying youngsters as 
criminals and imprisoning them 
does not do anything except 
complete their education as 
criminals. 


They Liked the Attention 
A royal commission in Eng­ 
land found that far more 
youngsters officially whipped 
became repeaters than those 
who had not been.... The whip­ 
pings made them "heroes” to 
their friends. 
Those who have studied the 
causes of delinquency and 
worked with teen-age offenders 
recommend probation in the 
child’s home whenever possible 
—supervision, in other words. 
Otherwise, the youngsters 
should be put in an institution 
where there will be a program 
of education and rehabilitation. 
And the younger and/or les­ 
ser offenders must be separated 
from the hardened repeaters, s > 
that the contagion of badness 
does not result.

Big Change in the Times 
It used to be easy for par­ 
ents and children to do things 
together — many tasks around 
the house or farm called for 
joint effort, and the times made 
joint recreation easy.
